N Aſperſion being caſt upon our Actions, and a Sandall raiſed againſt 
our Proceedings, We conclude our ſelves engaged to wipe off the 
one, and beat downe the other by this ſhort Vindication. 

It is not unknown tothe world, that at Firſt we were Invited to 
aſſiſt the Kingdome of England upon a Solemne Agreement, as well to make 
the late King Gleriows, as to preſerve to Lawfall Rights, and Liberties of the 
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Subjects. The onely meavs to effect this, was propounded the forcible Res | 


ſcuing the King from His Evill, and bringing Him back to His Great Conn 
cel, whom we were informed He had F wilfully; and for no cauſe given by 
them? deſerted : [ Though now we are fully ſatisfied of the contrary. ] 

This ſpecious pretence involved us in that Engagement : in order to the 
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effecting whereof, our Army in 1644. Marched into England: The ſucceſſe | 
which their Deſigne found thereby, we need not mention; it being acknows | 


ledged at large by their own Papers.

Upon the Account alſo, after the Kings comming into our Army, we treated

fruſtrated] we left his Majeſty to be attended on by the {ommuſſioners; of 
both Houſes of the Then Parlrament of England, expecting thenceforth a 
ſpeedy performance of theirs and our Agreement, but how our expectation 
— deceived we leave it to their one /at? proceedings to determine 
and declare.

After this, being informed how the Army of Sataries behaved themſelves 


towards the King, we held our ſelves obliged byoiꝶ faid Soleten Engagen 
to endeavonr the Redreſſe of his — 2 and to he ad by 
conſent of Parliament we raiſed an Army in 1648. and gave them Order 
to March into England: which was accordingly performe}.. 

Upon their March we were informed of 2 Treaty to be be tween his then 
Majeſty and his two Houſes, and were alſo poſſeſſed with this ſuggeſtion, that 


under the countenance of that our t, the Malignant party had 
— — themſelves to hinder the happy effecti of the ſaid Treaty : of which we 
ing unwilling to be accounted the abſtructers, we ſent Orders to our Gene-

rall to ſtay his further March, and forbeare any engagement againſt the Fug: 
liſh, till we were truly ſatisfied what effect the ſaid Treaty would produce, 
Our Generall accordingly made an Hault, not doubting but that the E 
1; had done the ſame. But their Lieutenant Generall Cromwell taki GI 
vantage of his ſecurity, unexpected ly fell into our Generalls quarters I u 
ſuſpected no ſnch treacherous fruits of a pretended Treaty, and had no order to 
engaſte againſt them ] and before our Generall was or eould be Reſolved 
what to doe, proſecuted his Deſigne with ſo hot and eager a purſuite, that 
by the advantage he had got by that his treacherous firſt onſet, he'ſo diſperſed 
our whole Army, that it was no Labour for him totally to deſtroy the 
ſame, or have them all at his Mercy [ which in the concluſion proved but cru- 
elty, witneſſe our Generall himſelfe whom they murdered in Londen after they had 
wen him quarter. | 
By this defeat he gained a free paſſage with his Army without oppoſition, 
to March againſt this Kingdome. To prevent this, thoſe of us who had pro- 
teſted againſt that Engagement, and to their utmoſt power oppoſed it in 
Armes | which they never laid domus, untill the Garriſons of BERWICK 
and Carliſle were reſtored to the Kingdowe of England] Theſe of us ['we 
fay] by a letter from the Henſe of Commons to the Generall «Aſſembly. of this 
Kirk of the third of Augalt 1648. intimating With What ho ſucurſſe the 
Treaty was like to goon) were invited to a Treaty with the ſaid Lieu.Generall 
Cromwell authorized thereunto by both Houſes of Parliment: And this was 
accepted on both Parts. 
At the meeting pox the g. of October following Lieu. General Cromwell in 
the Name of the Parliament of England, did repreſent to the Committee of E- 
flatrs of this Kingdemt, the wrongs and injurirs committed againffthe Kinndonre 
of England 5 Engagement, and thereupon did demandby way of ſatirfuttien, 
that they wonld give aſſarauce in the nume of the Kingdom of Scotland, u tb 
admit, or ſuffer any who have been Active in, or conſenting to that E *, 
to be employed in any Pull que place, or Truſt whatſvever ; Which the enigen- 
cics of our affaires, as then neceſſitating us theteunto!] w not oxely ge, 
r...

And fince by ſuch proceedings it is apparent, that there hath been in Eng- 
tau à back-fliding,and departure from thoſe Grounds and Principles wherein 
the —— — were ve held our ſelves bound equaliy by 
the La of God and Nations oo proteſt againſt them, and to addreſſe our 
ſelves zccording to the Law of this Kingdome, to the Heire apparent of this 
Crowrant Seepcer, whom we have not onely acknowledged for our King, 
and with all readineſſe, unanimity, alacrity, and ſolemnity proclamed His 
Majeſty by the name of CHARLES the Sn © 0nD, of Grear Brittaine, 
France and Ireland, &. But alſo, | having now by his laſt Expreſſe received 
ch full ſatisfaction as both the Ge Aſſembly of rhe Kirk, and Grand 
Committee of Eſtates did deſire, or could be expected, doe Dacrans 
to the whole world, that we will receive His Majeſty [ when he ſhall think fit 
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to Honour us with, and encourage us by His Roya ll preſence] with all cheer- 


fullneſſe, and moſt willingly render unto Him that faithfuſi fuhjection, and 


dutifull obedience which can be expected from Loyall Subjects to ſo Gratis

That we wil not admit of any Treaty with any af his Majeſties Enemies 


without his conſent nor) till all the Late proceedings in England ſince the 
ending of the Treary, between his late barbarouſly Murdered Majeſty and his 


then TwO Houſes of Parliament, be diſclaimed and difavowed, and both 
Houſes there be permitted. to fit in Freedome and ſafety, that ſo addreſſes 
may without feare and danger of the Subjects lives, be made unto. them 
concerning all matters of juſt complaint. | 17d | 

And from theſe Reſolutions and Declarations in the laſt place, as we Dz- 
CLARE, that as no alteration or revolution of affairs can abſolve us, ſo we 


ttuſt in God that no ſucceſſe, whether good or bad, (hall be able to divert us 


from that courſe and means by which we have joyntly and unanimouſly con- 
ſented to aſſiſt his Majeſty according to this our preſent Declaration, and. will 
perſue with all alacrity till we have ſetled his Majeſty according to his one 


| Hearts deſite, attained the wiſhed ends of the long continued Troubles of his 


Three Kingdomes, and put a period to thoſe unnaturall Warres and diviſions 


which have ſo long waſted all bis Dominions ; That ſo at Length (if God be 
ſo pleaſed) we may live a comfortable and quiet life under the ſhadow of ſo 
hopefull and Gracious a Kings proſperous and happy Government, Which 


God of his infinite Mercy grant in his good time That ſo the Throne of 
Charles the Second may be eſtabliſhed in righteouſneſs , peace and Hap» 
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pineſſe.
